during this onslaught that one of the
posse fired a ball through the door
which struck Hill Shelly In the thigh
and made a serious wound

In ten minutes more the wheels of
the wagon wero against the house and
tho Shellys w era doomed A match
iv as applied to the h ty and in an In ¬

stant a great sheet of flame fanned
by a strong wind enveloped the whole
aide of the hut The men saw they
were beaten and calling out that they
would surrender came out holding
their hands above their heads

The battle wns over and the desper-
adoes

over two hundred miles and suffered
a week of terrible exposure and hard-
ship

the success of tho moment outweighed
every thought ot ourselves and It was
